TBE SAN FRANCISCO GRAND JURY. 


The case of Assemblyman Bruuer of 


Sacramento, indicted by the San Fran- 
cisco Grand Jury for accepting bribes 
while in the Legislature, came up before 
.the Supreme Court of California yester- 
day. 
Bruuer applied for a writ of pro- 


hibition to restrain Judge Wallace of the 
Superior Court of San Francisco from 
proceeding under the indictment found 
by the Grand lury against Bruner. J. C. 
Campbell, attorney for Bruuer, argued 
tbat Judge Wallace had no authority to 
appoint an elisor unless there wns further 
proof that *he Sheriff and Coroner were 
disqualified. 
The point that the alleged 


malfeasance occurred, if at all, at Sacra- 
mento and not in San Francisco, where 
Braner was indicted, was also raised by 
him. 


Attorney Rhodes for the State opposed 


the petition for the writ, claiming that 
Judge Wallace had legal discretion to 
order an elisor to summon the Grand 
Jury. 


Evidently from tho manner in which 


Brunor, Buckley and boodlers and bosses 
fight the indictments they dread the re- 
sult if tried by honest men,such as Elisor 
Hallidie has summoned to try them, and 
rely on technicalities to escape the pen- 
alties of their misdeeds. If juries chosen 
by officials who owe their positions to 
the bosses are permitted to pass upon 
their acts they have no fear of tho conse- 
quences, hence thair appeals to the Su- 
preme Court to declare the manner in 
which Judge Wallace has juries selected 
illegal. 


The Knight* of Lnlxir. 


'1'oLKDO, November 10.—In the Knights 


of Labor general assembly to-day tho first 
business was the consideration of the res- 
olutions presented by the World's W. 0. 
T. C. and the National W. 0. T. U., those 
demanding equal pay for equal work for 
women, woman suffrage, and the same 
standard ot purity for men and women 
were at onoe agreed to 
A resolution de- 


manding the closing of the World's Fair 
on Sundays was rejected. The Knights 
declared in favor of having the fair open 
Sundays for the education of the masses, 
provided no one employed at the fair shall 
work more than sir days per week. The 
assembly declined to endorse a resolution 
for the prevention of the sale of liquor on 
the World's Fair grounds.

question, he is just tho man for the Dem- 
ocrats to nominate for President, as, un- 
like Cleveland, he ean carry New York, 
where he has proved himself as strong in 
tho country as in the city.

New York City is threatened with a 


water famine. 
Dry weather prevails, 


and the streams and springs which sup- 
ply Croton Lake, from which water for 
the city is obtained, are drying up. 
Sprinkling the streets has been prohib- 
ited, fountains in the parks and in private 
grounds have been stopped anil every- 
thin" possible is being done to prevent 
the reservoirs from being emptied. 
In 


this emergency it occurred to the Now 
York World to invite General Dyren- 
forth, the Government rain maker, to' 
take his balloons and explosives from 
Washington to the Croton aqueduct and 
try to produce rain. General Dyrcnforth 
has accepted the proposition, the World 
agreeing to pay all expenses, and he ex- 
pects to make his experiments to day 
and to-morrow. 


Should the experiments prove success- 


ful and New York be visited with copious 
showers at this critical juncture-, the 
World will have immortalized itself, and 
the ability of scientists to produce rain 
when necessary will be satisfactorily es- 
tablished. 


The San FraiirUco Grand Jury. 


SUwFiuNoisoo, November 16.—Foreman 


Henley of the Grand Jury appeared before 
Superior Judge Wallace to-day anJ stated 
that Richard Chute and Edgar Haymond, 
who were 'cited for contempt of oonrt for 
refusing to testify before the Grand Jury 
on the ground that the body was not 
legally impaneled, had reconsidered their 
determination since the Supreme Oonrt 
bad decided that prospective witnesses 
could no! impeach the loyalty of the jury 
and that they have since responded to the 
snmmons of the Grand Jury to appear and 
testify. 
Judge' Wallace therenpon dis- 


missed the sentences for contempt pending 
against them.

also charged with contempt, is still pend- 
ing.

History of tlie Case—Points Involved 


and Verctlot of tbe Jury. 


The history of tbe oaae of Asa M. Hamil- 


ton vs. the Southern Papifio Company, bo- 
ing an action for $100,000 damages, which 
was brought to a close in the United Slates 
Circuit Court at Carson last Saturday by 
tbe jury finding a verdict for plaintiff for 
$14,750, is briefly given by the Vnginin 
Enterprise LS follows: 


October 11, 1888, a person unknown in 


tho case, bought a ticket at Omaha, Ne- 
braska, for a passage over tho U. P., C. P. 
and connecting line to San Diego, Cal. 
This person road on this ticket to Denver, 
Colorado. There he sold his ticket—be- 
ing a first-class unlimited, unsigned ticket 
to a ticket broker for $52. 
About the 23d 


of January, 1889, the plaintiff, Hamilton, 
bought this ticket of a scalper for $60, and 
fatarted West on his way to settle op his 
father's estate at Portland, Oregon, but in- 
tending to touch San Francisco on bis way. 
The U. P. conductors 
recognized bis 


ticket as good, though unsigned, and he 
got a section in a Pullman sleeper on the 
strength of it. 


By way of explanation it is well hero (o 


state that a railway association composed 
of the U. P., S. P., C. P. and many other 
roads, met in St. Louis in 1881, and agreed 
to honor a certain form of ticket which 
they adopted, and which they isaaed to the 
several companies to sell. Among the 
many requirements printed on tbe ticket 
adopted, it is necessary to stale only the 
one over which tbe controversy arose, and 
that was that the ticket should be signed 
by tbe original purchaser. 


To r°sume the thread of the story: At 


Ogden, being (ho starting point of the C. 
P, westward, for tbe first time Hamilton 
was taken to task about his ticket. 
There 


the agent told him he would have to sign 
or he would have trouble with the con- 
ductor. 
Hamilton replied that ho bad had 


no trouble so far, and it would be time 
enough to consider the matter when trouble 
ai "IP. On the 
train, Conductor Lnty 


asked bin: to sign the ticket, pay his fare 
at local rates or get off the train. 
Ham 


ton refused to act. At Wells Conductor 
Case repeated the same performance with 
him but to no purpose. 
At Winnemucca 


Conductor Derbyshire "went for him;" be 
most sign, pay local fare or get off, and 
showed him a dispatch from Passenger 
Agent Goodman to "tre.it passenger as if 
he had no ticket." Tbe passenger was 
immovable. 
At Rye Patch Derbyshire 


and Brakeman Grant seized him by the 
collar, nape of the neck and wrists and 
tugged at him three or four minutes, but 
failed to budge him. Then they sent for 
the Saratoga trunk smasher. Before that 
gent.'eman made his appearance, Hamilton 
took a pistol out of a valise as the best 
means to stand that worthy off, and when 
the conductor returned with his force he 
lost stomach for the job. At Lovelocks, 
Hamilton was snaked out and handcuffed 
by officers of the law at the instigation of 
the company. 
There he was kept five 


days, during which ho answered to the 
charge of assault with a deadly weapon, 
and was acquitted. Many minor matters 
are omitted in the above statement of f uota 
—about which there is a slight disagree- 
ment, 
i 


The questions that arose fur considera- 


tion were: In what capacity did the U, P. 
act in selling that ticket? 
Was Hamilton 


rightfully on the train? Was the regula- 
tion requiring tbe signature of tbe passen- 
ger reasonable? Was be ejected from the 
train and arrested for not paying bis fare 
or for drawing a deadly weapon? and was 
he arrested by the corporation defendant 
or by tbe peace officers? 


J. H. McMillan and Wm. Woodburn for 


plaintiff, presented their views on these 
questions with a minntia of details that 
left nothing for conjecture, and the author- 
ities they gave on the subject occupod a 
fall day. The jury eerie, nly took their 
view of the case. 


For the defendant, Messr-. Baker & 


Wines showed that plaintiff's authorities 
did not apply to the case at bar, and they 
also took a fall day. 


The Court held, and instructed tho jury, 


that the U. P, acted as the special agent of 
the S. P. in selling the ticket-, and cot as 
a general agent; that the ticket held by 
plaintiff was a first-class unlimited ticket, 
bnt that the regulation requiring the signa- 
ture of the passenger was a reasonable one, 
and that therefore the conductor had the

right to put the passenger off the train, 
using only snob force ns was necessary to 
do so if be failed to comply with such rea- 
aonab'e regulation. 


Tha Judge left no doubt but that thnoffl 


cers acted as tbe special agents of the de- 
fendants when they made tbe arrest. 


The jury retired to consider tbeir verdict 


at 2:15 P. M. yesterday, and at 3 they re- 
turned into court with a verdict for plaint- 


iff, and taxing the company to the tune of 
$44,750 in the way of repair far damages 
sustained. 


Counsel for defendant asked a stay of 


execution for ten days, to permit them to 
file a bill of exceptions and motion for new 
trial. This matter having been agreed to 
by stipulation, the grounds were not stated 
bat tbe motion will doubtless be made on 
the ground that the verdict and the instruo 
tions of the Conrt are irreconcilable.

A Dugout Home In the Southwest. 
Into the face of one of the low verti- 


cal earth walls of the broken land the 
homemaker cuts a hole as a Yankee 
farmer digs a cellar for a hillside barn. 
Though rarely larger than 10 by 14 feet 
on the bottom, these cellarhke holes are 
sometimes 12 by 18, with the depth of 
the hole as much as 5 or C feet, and some- 
times 18 by 15 large, with the long way 
of the hole lying along the tront of th^ 
natural eart wall 


The digging completed, trees are cut 


to furnish logs for building up the front 
of the home, and for use as rafters, 
placed a foot or so apart over the top. 
The limbs of the trees, with some long 
grass from a moist place, if any can be 
found, are used to make a rude thatch 
over the rafters, and then the sods, cut 
out and carefully saved when the hole 
was dug, are placed on top of the 
thatch, while the earth from the hole is 
heaped on top of all into a grave shaped 
mound. A blanket is hung in the door 
way, or the cotton from the wagon 
hoops will serve, and there is the dug- 
out home as cozy as the home of a 
prairie dog or a \v oodchuck.—John B.
